Scarcities Mean Poverty 


The United States is in a way to become 
one of the poorest countries on earth. Its 
people have very little coal in their bins. 
They have only a 23-day supply of flour on 
hand. Their railways are due to stop running 
trains Saturday night. The great and little 
industries which are now slowed down or 
idle by lack of fuel were slowed down or 
idle a few weeks ago by lack of steel. 


The real wealth of a country consists in | 


the abundance of food, fuel, shelter-—and 
conveniences. Where these are lacking there 
is poverty. Money is of value only if it can be 
exchanged for these things. Resources are of 
no value if they dd not make these things 
available. By this realistic standard, our 
neighbors are poor and getting poorer, des- 
pite their unmeasured resources and abun- 
dant money. 


If Canadians collectively have discern- 


ment enough to see what is happening just | 


across the border they can save themselves 
a lot of trouble by taking the opposite course. 
Here, as there, the way to improve conditions 
for everyone is to produce more of the things 
everyone needs, and thus restore buying 
power to money. There isn’t any other way. 
Dividing up poverty is no solution for 
scarcities. Getting more dollars does not 
liquidate anybody’s problems if the goods 
he wants are not on the market. And _ the 
surest of all ways to keep them off the mar- | 
ket is to stop producing them, 


Blockading Peace 


For a week the foreign ministers meeting 
at Paris have been on the verge of agree- 
ment. Agreement that they might as well 
pack up and go home because they were not 
likely to accomplish anything. But neither 
Mr. Molotov nor the Democracy representa- 
tives wanted to move adjournment—and be 
blamed for the break-up. 

One apparent result of the deadlock is to 


hoist the calling of the general peace con- 
ference into realm of uncertainty. Russia is 
in no hurry to get treaties signed with the 
Axis states and restore these to limited self- 
governing status, The Democracies are in- 
clined to think that the sooner this is done, 


and occupation ended, the better. 

If the ministers part without drafting 
treaties, the tactical victory will go to Rus- 
sia. This is paradoxical, because Moscow in- 
sists that the Big Four should settle the 
broad terms of the treaties before the gen- 
eral conference is called. That would be by 
all odds the better course, 

But, for whatever reasons, Mr. Molotov 
is the man who has been blocking every at- 
tempt of the ministers to get on with the 
drafting job. The obvious conclusion is that 
Moscow ‘wants Europe*kKept in turmoil. The 


blockading of Mr. Molotov at Paris speaks 
louder than the radio-man at the Kremlin. 


Those Detentions 


Eventually the Dominion Government 
will have to justify itself to public opinion 
for having held people in custody without 
benefit of counsel because they were accused 
of complicity in the espionage operations. 

The reasons given for such an unusual 
course will have to be convincing. For the 
presumption always is that persons held in 
this way are wronged. They are denied the 
opportunity to secure legal advice while be- 
ing examined, and the ordinary right to be 
given a hearing in court with minimum de- 
lay. 

These detentions can only be satisfactory 
to the public if it is shown'‘that the interests 
of justice were served by deviating from the 
usual procedure, The reasons for this course 
cannot be made known until the accused 
parties have been brought to trial and the

the matter is impossible. 


One point, however, is to be noted. Two 
justices of the Supreme Court would not 
have advised or approved these detentions | 
without believing them advisable, nor would | 
any government answerable to public opin-| 
ion lightly set aside the long-established pro- | 
cedure in democratic countries and adopt the 
methods of totalitarian states.

in the Sicilian channel, but at the 
cost of sailing 11,000 miles instead 
of the 3,000 miles direct from Bri- 
tain through the Mediterranean. 
It may be that the Cairo confer- 
ence will produce a new treaty 
satisfactory alike to Britain, the 
Commonwealth and Egypt. 
the. face of it, the British govern- 
ment’s decision, at the outset of the 
conference, to proclaim the inten- 
tion to evacuating all British troops 
from Egypt seems unduly reckless. 
Under the 1936 treaty between Bri-

of men of good will been more ser- 
iously directed to the necessity of 
a system of real and effective in- 
ternational law. In the field of our 
common Life there is also an in- 
creasing disregard of law. Many 
have come to hold the spurious doc- 
trine that only such laws are to be 
obeyed as the individual or group 
considers just. 

EXAMPLES OF THIS trend are 
to be found in the evasion, viola- 
tion and defiance of laws for the 
proper regulation of industry. 

Still another example is the dis- 
regard of any sumptuary law 
which does not suit the individual 
taste.
